SUBJECT : Telephone Inquiry Regarding a Motion Picture About CIA 


1. I received a telephone call from Lt. Gen. W. H. Robinson, USMC 
(Ret.), who is now the Deputy Administrator of the General Services 
Administration, and a personal friend, to inquire about an Agency contact 
regarding production of a film about CIA. Gen. Robinson explained that 
a Washington attorney, who is a personal friend, had given Robinson's 
name to someone representing Paramount Studio to see if Robinson could 
provide him a contact. The attorney said that he had been told that the 
film was very complimentary about Agency activities but he did not know 
any details about the plot. He was also told that the film had a good 

budget and Paramount intended to produce it with Robert Mitchum playing 
the lead role. I told Gen. Robinson that you would be the person to 
contact and I gave him your phone number.
